111.321, 111.322 and 111.335, Stats., been
convicted of an offense the circumstances of which substantially
relate to the practice of speech-language pathology or audiology.

(d) Advertised in 2 manner which is false, decepuve or mis-
Ieading.

{e) .Advertised, practiced, or attempted to practlcc under
another's name.

(f) Subjecttoss. 111.321, 111. 322 and 111,34, Stats. practlced
speech-language pathology or audiology while the person’s abil-
ity to practice was impaired by alcohol or other drugs.

(g) Violaled ss. 459.20 to 459.34, Stats., this chapter, or ch.
HAS 6.

(2) In this section, “conduct in the practice of speech-lan-
guage pathology or audiology which evidences a lack of knowl-
edge or ability to apply professional principles or skills” includes:

(a) Subject to ss. 111.321, 111.322 and 111,34, Stats., practic-
ing or attempting to practice speech-language pathology or au-
diology while the person’s ability to practice is impaired by a men-
tal or emotional disorder.

(b) Using the title “speech-language pathologist,” “audiolo-
gist” or any similar title unless the individual holds a current
speech-language pathologist or audiclogist license granted under
5. 459.24 (2) or (3), Stats.

(¢) Violating the conditions or limitations placed upon a li-
cense at the time of licensure.

(d) Engaging in conduct likely to deceive, defraud, or harm an
individual or the public in the course of the practice of speech-lan-
guage pathology or audiology.

(e) Having a license, certificate, permit or registration issued
by another jurisdiction to practice as a speech-language patholog-
ist or audiologist limited, suspended or revoked. -

{f) Aiding or abetting an unlicensed person, knowingly con-
spiring with an unlicensed person, or allowing one’s license to be
used by an unlicensed persen to evade the use of title restrictions
under s. 459.24 (Im), Stats.

{(g) Engaging in sexual intimacies in connection with the prac-
tice of speech—language pathology or audiology.

(h) Failing to make referrals of patients to other health care
professionals.

(i) Failing to use other available resources to ensure that the
highest quality service is provided.

(j) Failing to fully inform persons served of the nature and pos-
sible adverse effects of services rendered and products dispensed.
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(K} Failing to evaluate the effectiveness of services rendered
and products dispensed,

(L)} Providing services or dispensing products when benefits
cannot reasonably be expected.

(m) Guaranteeing the results of any treatment or procedure, di-
rectly or by implication, except that a reasonable statement of
prognosis may be made.

(n) Evaluating or treating speech, language, or hearing disor-
ders except in a professional relationship.

(o) Evaluating or treating solely by correspondence.

(p) Failing to maintain adequate records of professional ser-
vices rendered and products dispensed for a period of 5 years and
failing to provide access to those records when requested by the
board or its representative under s. HAS 5.02 (1) and (2} (d).

(q) Misrepresenting diagnostic information, services ren-
dered, or products dispensed or engaging in any scheme to de-
fraud in connection with obtaining reimbursement.

(r) Using persons in research or as the subject of a teaching
demonstration without obtaining their informed consent.

(s) Failing to practice speech-language patholegy or audiolo-

gy within the scope of the licensee’s competence, education, train-
ing and experience.

() Delegating the provisions of clinical services to unlicensed
persons for whom the licensee does not provide direct supervision
and assume full responsibility. In this paragraph, ‘direct supervi-
sion’ means providing direct observation of the clinical services
rendered by an employe to a patient during the first 10 hours fol-
lowing the employe’s training, and providing on-site observation
and evaluation of clinical care provided by the employe to each
patient during the first session following the assessment, and
thereafter, a minimurm of one out of every 10 sessions or one ses-
sion each month including the final session, whichever is sooner.

(1) Knowingly permitting any professional staff person to pro-
vide clinical services that exceed that staff person’s competence,
education, training and experience.

(v) Failing to assign credit to persons who have contributed to
clinical services, a publication, presentation or product in propor-
tion to their contribution.

{w) Failing to perform: cerumen management in a competent
manner.
